I have received and reviewed the Presentence Investigation Report for defendant William 
K. ShankHn, III, prepared by your office and would like to bring to your attention the following 
typographical coijections and additional facts that may affect your report to the Court, While we 
have deemed some of the changes outlined herein as '^material," your office may arrive at a 
different conclusion regarding their materiality. Regardless, it is our position that these are 
matters that need to be brought to your prompt attention, including: 

On page 3 of the report at^| 3, the report should read that the defendant pled guilty to 
Count Three. In addition, on the fifth line of 1[ 3, the ''and*' appears to be a typographical error. 

On page 5 of the report at ^ 13, the report states that defendant Shanklin did similarly 
convert to his own benefit an additional $42,200 of client funds. ..." The evidence collected in 
the Investigation shows tliat Shanklin converted to his benefit in total $42,200 of his clients' 
funds. Accordingly, Tf 1 3 of tlie report should read that, defendant Shanklin did similarly convert 

to his own benefit an additional 532,200 of client funds entrusted to him by other American 
Express chents for deposit into their American Express accounts. 

On page 6 of the report at ^f 25, the name of Kai Alexis Shanklin ^s mother shoLdd read, 
"Lyn A. Hopldnson " In addition, evidence collected during the investigation reveals Vhiii L>ii A. 
Hopkinson was one of the victims of defendant Shanklin 's criminal conduct whose loss amount 
is reflected in the S42,200 loss/restitution amount set forth in % 13 of the Report, Evidence 
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collected during the investigation reflects that during 1999 and 2000, Ms, Hopkinson was a client 
of defendant Shanklin and American Express. Ms, Hopkinson entrusted Mr. Shanklin with 
S3 ^200 which she instructed him to deposit into her American Express investment account. The 
S3,200 was comprised of a check for $1^200 and a check for $2,000. Defendant Shanklin 
converted the S3, 200 to his own benefit. Attached hereto as Exhibit A is a letter flrom Ms. 
Hopkinson to Carol ,Rostad;of American Express detailing her complaint against Mr. Shanklin 
relating to the $3,200 con vision. I beiieve the Report should reflect that Ms, Hopkinson is a 
victim of defendant Shanklin's crime.

On page 9 of the repprt at ^ 43, the report discusses an estimate of the United States 
Sentencing Guidelines had l|dr, Shanklin pled guilty to a bank fraud count. I believe that the 
Sentencing Guidelines total joffense level wouid have been }5 (base level offense of 7 plus 6 for 
loss > $30^000 plus 2 for abuse of trust) minus 2 levels for acceptance of responsibility yielding 
an adjusted offense level of il3. A level 13 would have produced a sentencing guideline range of 
12 to 18 months. '
